The investigation comes as 
safety questions surround Toyo- 
ta, which has already issued broad 
recalls for millions of its best-sell- 
ing vehicles because of gas pedals 
that can become stuck.

Bleak Outlook Deflates Investors 


Dow falls below lOK 
as bad news rolls in 
about jobs and debt 

New York 

Stocks buckled Thursday under 
the growing belief that the glob- 
al economy is weaker than many 
investors expected and likely to 
stop companies from hiring. The 
Dow Jones industrials briefly trad- 
ed below 10,000 for the first time 
in three months. 

A flood of bad news, includ- 
ing rising debt levels in European 
nations and an unexpected jump in 
the number of Americans filing for 
unemplojmient benefits, had inves- 
tors pulling money out of assets 
like stocks and commodities that 
look increasingly risky. 

Fears of more disappointing 
news Friday, when the govern- 
ment issues its January employ- 
ment report, also contributed to 
the slide. 

Demand for safer investments 
sent the dollar and Treasurys high- 
er, and the euro falling. Major 
indexes skidded as much as 3.1 per- 


cent to their lowest levels in three 
months. The Dow fell 268 points 
and briefly traded below 10,000 
for the first time since Nov. 6. The

Dow’s 2.6 percent drop was its big- 
gest in seven months. 

Just 273 stocks rose on the New 
York Stock Exchange, while more 
than 2,800 fell.

It also raised 
questions about whether the mar- 
ket can resume its rebound from 
12-year lows it hit last March.

Newest Republican 
senator gives GOP 
a key filibuster vote 

Washington 

Republican Scott Brown took over 
the seat of the late Massachusetts 
Sen. Edward Kennedy on Thursday, 
vowing to be an independent voice 
in a bitterly divided Senate. 

“I can’t promise I will be right 
in every vote I make. ... I will do the 
very best job I can,” Brown said. 

Brown was sworn in by Vice 
President Joe Biden at a Capi- 
tol Hill ceremony a week earlier 
than he originally planned, and 
just in time to plunge into a parti- 
san fight over President Obama’s 
choice of a union attorney for a 
top labor job. 

Brown’s arrival in the Senate 
ends the Democrats’ supermajor- 
ity and gives the GOP 41 votes it 
can use to block President Obama’s 
agenda. 

Depending on how Democrats 
set the Senate’s calendar. Brown’s 
first vote could be against the 
confirmation of Craig Becker, a 


lawyer for the Service Employ- 
ees International Union, to a seat 
on the National Labor Relations 
Board, the federal panel that ref- 
erees private-sector labor-manage- 
ment disputes. 

Brown said he hasn’t decided 
whether to support Becker. 

The Senate Health, Education, 
Labor and Pensions Committee 
approved Becker’s nomination on 
a party-line 13-10 vote Thursday, 
sending it to the full Senate. 


Republicans have held up Beck- 
er’s confirmation for months, say- 
ing they fear he might use the post 
to make labor laws more union- 
friendly. 

Brown, 50, stunned the nation 
with his upset victory last month 
over favored Democrat Martha 
Coakley and put the 2010 midterm 
elections in play for a possible GOP 
takeover of Congress. Brown will 
fill the last two years of the late 
Kennedy’s term. Andrew miga (ap)

India offered Thursday to resume 
high-level peace talks with Pakistan, 
an overture that reflected a significant 
warming between the nuclear-armed 
countries one year after the deadly 
siege on Mumbai. Pakistan Foreign 
Minister Shah Mahmood Qureshi said 
the talks should resume from where 
they had been put on hold by India after 
the Mumbai attacks, (ap) 


Ten Americans Charged in Haiti 

Baptists accused 
of child kidnapping, 
criminal association 


Port-au-Prince, Haiti 


Ten U.S Baptist missionaries arrest- 
ed trying to take 33 children out 
of Haiti after its devastating earth- 
quake were charged Thursday with 
child kidnapping and criminal 
association, their lawyer said. 

An investigating judge decid- 
ed to charge the Americans, most 
members of an Idaho-based church 
group, because they lacked the 
required documents when they 
tried to cross into the Domini- 
can Republic on Jan. 29 in a bus, 
said Edwin Coq, the group’s Hai- 
tian lawyer. 

The Baptists said they were 
rescuing abandoned children and 
orphans from a nation that UNICEF 
says had 380,000 before the cata- 
strophic Jan. 12 quake. But it subse- 
quently was determined that at least 
two-thirds of the children have par- 
ents who gave them away because 
they said the Americans promised 
the children a better life. 

The U.S. citizens were whisked 
away from the closed court hear- 
ing back to the holding cells in 
Port-au-Prince, the capital, where 
they’ve been held since Saturday. 


Lawyer Blames Group Leader 

The group’s Haitian lawyer, Edwin Coq, surprised journalists in the court- 
house parking lot by singling out mission leader Laura Silsby as having deceived 
her colleagues. “I’m going to do everything I can to get the nine [others] out," he 
said, though he added that he continued to represent Silsby, too. “They were na- 
ive,” Coq said. “They had no idea what was going on [in Haiti], and they did not know 
that they needed official papers to cross the border. But Silsby did." Only minutes 
earlier, the Americans’ Dominican lawyer, Jorge Puello, had said he expected at 
least nine of the 10 to be released Thursday. Silsby is also facing legal troubles 
back home in Idaho. She is being sued by a former employee for unpaid wages and 
by a law firm for unpaid fees, the Idaho Statesman reported, (ap/express) 


Their leader, Laura Silsby, waved 
and smiled faintly to reporters but 
declined to answer questions. 

Coq said the case would be 
assigned a judge and a verdict could 
take three months. The magistrate, 
Mazard Fortil, left without mak- 
ing any statement. 

The kidnapping charge car- 
ries a sentence of five to 15 years 
in prison. Criminal association is 
punishable by three to nine years.

McChrystal More Optimistic on Afghan War 


Istanbul 

A top U.S. military commander 
offered a hint of optimism on the 
war in Afghanistan on Thursday 
by declaring, in contrast to other 
officials, that the security situation 
was no longer “deteriorating” but 
merely “serious.” 

Gen. Stanley McChrystal’s 
assessment, a modest upgrade to 
the nine-year war, runs counter to 
that of officials in Afghanistan and 
other nations who say they worry 
the Taliban have expanded their 


influence and that the situation 
has become explosive. 

McChrystal says he agrees the 
Taliban have made strides in recent 
months and said he is “not pre- 
pared to say we’ve turned a cor- 
ner.” Even so, he said, the Afghan 
government and U.S. forces are 
making enough progress to leave 
him more optimistic about the war 
than he was last summer, when he 
declared it backsliding. 

“I feel differently now,” said 
McChrystal. “The situation is seri- 
ous, but I think we have made sig-

nificant progress in setting the con- 
ditions in 2009 ... and that we’ll 
make real progress in 2010.” 

Even if slight, any improve- 
ment to the U.S.-led campaign in 
Afghanistan would bode well for 
President Obama, who has staked 
his presidency on defeating the Tal- 
iban. While anti-war Democrats say 
they are skeptical, Obama seems 
to have convinced many Demo- 
crats that more troops — 30,000 
more are being deployed this year 
— are critical to ending the war.

Mexican Cartels 
Take Over Clinics 


Officials say gangs 
turn recovering drug 
addiets into hit men 

Ciudad Juarez, Mexico 

Mexico’s powerful cartels have 
taken to running drug rehabilita- 
tion centers, turning recovering 
addicts into hit men and smugglers 
and giving some an ultimatum: 
Work for us or we’ll kill you. 

Two of the country’s six major 
drug cartels are known to have used 
treatment facilities to further their 
trade, top Mexican law enforcement 
officials told The Associated Press 
in exclusive interviews. 

The phenomenon highlights the 
government’s failure to address the 
social ills that have grown from 
Mexico’s burgeoning drug trade, 
said Edgardo Buscaglia, a leading 
Mexican drug expert. While the 
government has gone after the car- 
tels using the police and military, 
they have done little to regulate pri- 


vate facilities that have proliferat- 
ed as cocaine use doubled nation- 
wide over the last six years. 

In Ciudad Juarez, a city of 
1.3 million with an estimated 
100,000 addicts, many of the clinics 
are unlicensed and run out of dilap-

idated homes by former addicts — 
making them easy to infiltrate.

It’s On With the Snow 


Amid forecasts of a major storm, the region surrenders to another whiteout 


Washington 

Crowds started gathering at 6 a.m. 
Thursday at the Safeway in the Belle 
View Shopping Plaza in Fairfax 
County — well before the first snow- 
flakes were predicted to fall — hop- 
ing to stock up not only for the com- 
ing snowstorm, but for their Super 
Bowl parties on Sunday. 

By midday, managers were 
handing out chocolate- chip cook- 
ies to harried shoppers throughout 
the store, the Duraflame logs and 
ice melt pellets were running low, 
the bananas were wiped out, and 
the lines of full to bursting shop- 
ping carts at all nine check-out 
counters were backed up all the 
way into the aisles. 

“It’s getting crazy,” said Michael 
Roark of Cabin John as he slammed 
shut the trunk of his four-wheel- 
drive Chevy Suburban packed with 
more than $300 in groceries. 

As a big storm that promised 
to find a place in the record books 
bore down, the region surrendered 
to what seemed inevitable, prepar- 
ing to shut down virtually every- 
thing that didn’t need to be open 
until after it all blew over. 

Snow is expected to pelt the 
region with the ferocity of a sum- 
mer thunderstorm on Friday, accu- 
mulating at a rate of 3 inches an 
hour during the worst of it, and pil- 
ing more than 2 feet deep before 
it’s over.

Dixon on probation 
under plea deal that 
required resignation 

Baltimore, Md. 

Stephanie Rawlings-Blake was 
sworn in Thursday as the 49th 
mayor of Baltimore, replacing 
Sheila Dixon, who resigned amid a 
scandal that a judge said stamped 
her with “a badge of dishonor ” 

Rawlings-Blake, 39, took 
the oath of office shortly before 
12:15 p.m., with her mother, husband 
and daughter, 6, by her side. 

“Today marks the beginning 
of a new day in city government,” 
said Rawlings-Blake, a Democrat. 


“None of us asked for this, but all of 
us must accept the challenges and 
hard work that come with it.” 


The ceremony was delayed a few 
minutes because an aunt of Raw- 
lings-Blake’s fell ill. Nonetheless, 


the mood at City Hall was jubilant 
— a stark contrast to the proceed- 
ings less than three hours earlier in 
a courthouse a block away, where 
Dixon received probation before 
judgment under a plea deal that 
required her to step down. 

The sentence means Dixon will 
not have a conviction on her record 
if she meets all the requirements 
of her probation. 

A jury convicted Dixon in 
December of embezzling about 
$500 worth of gift cards donated 
to the city for needy families. 

Dixon then pleaded guilty last 
month to lying about thousands 
of dollars in gifts from her for- 
mer boyfriend, a prominent devel- 
oper.

Colts, Saints throw out the old winning formula

Pro Football 

In the 1973 Super Bowl, Bob Griese 
threw a grand total of 11 passes to 
help the Miami Dolphins complete 
the NFL’s only perfect season. 

The sport was more wide open 
a generation later, when winning 
quarterback Troy Aikman tossed 
23 passes in the 1996 champion- 
ship game for the Dallas Cowboys. 
The Baltimore Ravens allowed 


Trent Dilfer to throw a whopping 
25 times when they won the league 
title in 2001. 

Peyton Manning and Drew Brees 
may surpass those numbers before 
halftime in Sunday’s Super Bowl 
between the Indianapolis Colts and 
the New Orleans Saints, because 
passing wins like never before. 

Every 12-year-old fan can recite 
the NFL’s common coaching man- 
tra: Run the ball, control the clock, 
and play good defense. But that 
longtime model for winning cham- 
pionships may be headed the way 
of leather helmets. 

“The game has changed,” for- 


mer Steelers coach Bill Cowher says. 
“It’s catered to throwing.” 

Manning and Brees do it bet- 
ter than anyone else, which is a 
big reason their teams are in the 
title game. Brees set an NFL record 
with his completion percentage of 
70.6, and Manning ranked second 
at 68.8. Brees led the league with 
34 touchdown passes, and Man- 
ning tied Brett Favre for second at 
33. Brees ranked first in passing 
efficiency, and Manning was on 
pace for an NFL-high 4,800 yards 
before resting for the playoffs late 
in the regular season. 

Gaudy passing statistics haven’t 


historically translated into win- 
ning. Instead, 300-yard games were 
for losers. But this year, eight of the 
league’s top 10 teams in passing 
yardage made the playoffs. 

The Colts will play for the title 
despite ranking a distant 32nd and 
last in rushing. The Arizona Car- 
dinals ranked last a year ago when 
they reached the Super Bowl. 

Former Giants quarterback 
and current CBS announcer Phil 
Simms finds the numbers mislead- 
ing and the trend exaggerated. He 
says short, safe throws pad passing 
stats, and teams use such plays to 
control the ball. 

“It’s really just another way of 
running the ball, instead of drop- 
ping back and throwing it like we 
did in the old days,” says Simms, 
the 1987 Super Bowl MVP. “I could 
go out there now and throw left- 
handed and hit 50 percent, because 
there are so many easy throws.” 

Others argue this is an era of 
uncommon talent at quarterback. 
Saints coach Sean Payton says pass- 
ing wins today because of those 
doing the throwing. 

“You’re seeing quarterback 
play that’s probably as good as this 
league has ever had,” Payton says. 
“There are a dozen teams that are 
getting outstanding play at quar- 
terback, and you would go back 
a long time before you could say 

that.” STEVEN WINE (AP)

The Saints forget about Dallas 
Clark in their mad dash to sack

Oth- 
ers are punching the clock but not 
getting much done. Saints jerseys, 
“Who Dat?” T-shirts, and black and 
gold beads are the uniform every- 
where you go. 

The French Quarter’s narrow 
streets also are awash in the team 
colors. As revelers cruise down 
its streets, strangers give each 


other high fives 

Sister Mary Rose, a Dominican 
nun who attends every Saints game 
and teaches at a Catholic school 
in the Quarter, said the feeling 
of sheer excitement in the city is 
almost tangible. “I think ‘exuber- 
ant joy’ is the word,” the nun said. 
“And it has brought such a unity 
to us, such a bond between all the 


people here it’s just amazing.” 

Rick Watson, and his wife, 
Katherine, are among the natives 
coming back. 

Now residents of North Car- 
olina, 35-year-old Watson said it 
took them a long time to believe 
the Saints had really made the big 
game, but not much time to decide 
where to watch it.

Wake up a snoozy sleep spot with hipster 
linens and upholstered headboards — plus 
tips on how to get a luxe, personalized look 
without draining your bank account 


Unless you’re dating George Clooney or Megan 
Fox, your bed may be the last good-looking thing 
you see before you hit the sack and the first one 
you see when the morning alarm sounds. 

Yet many people devote less effort to dressing 
up their sleeping space than they do to reorder- 
ing their Netflix queue. “Your bedroom is your 
sanctuary, and the bed is the biggest thing in 
it,” says Aimee Wedlake, owner of Vienna, Va., 
luxury linen boutique Valerianne (111 Church St. 
NW, second floor; 703-242-1790). “If you make 
it special, then it’ll both look great and be a nice 
place to crawl into at the end of the day.” 

A glance around Wedlake’s calm, cement- 
floored store reveals boudoir combos that’d 
make the picky heroine of “The Princess and 
the Pea” nod off: a headboard upholstered in 
sueded beige fabric paired with a Bollywood- 
ish mustard print duvet, a sleigh bed decked in 
a paisley comforter and a pillow festooned with 
feather fringe. 

This creative mixing and matching, fueled in 
part by younger, hipper textile designers, may 
finally kill off the bed-in-a-bag concept and its 
staid, overly coordinated looks.

com and a punchy, less-expensive one at Target) 
and locally based, Asian-meets-mod Bliss Liv- 
ing Home (Blisslivinghome.com) — give nesters 
simpler patterned styles and more decor leeway 
when it comes to putting together ensembles for 
their beds. “Start with a set of sheets or match- 
ing shams and a duvet, and then expand and get 
creative,” says D.C. interior designer Katie Leavy 
of Capital Design (Capitaldesign.com). 

“It’s interesting to pair more luxurious bed-

“It’s fun to create a contrast, like putting 
an antique bed with a modern spread,” Wor- 
rell says. “If your bed is tailored, maybe throw 
a whimsical John Robshaw quilt on it.” 

And if buying a bed takes up too much cash 
and square footage, “upholstered headboards 
add more texture and color to a space than a 
bed that matches the dresser that matches the 
nightstand,” Williams says. Custom headboards 
aren’t as spendy as beds, either (see sidebars). 
“You could also hang a rug on the wall above 
your bed to create a visual anchor,” heavy says. 
“Suspend it from a drapery rod.” 

However you outfit your bed, remember, 
“it’s really about creating a space that’s rest- 
ful to you,” heavy says. “It’s not a showplace; 
it’s an oasis.” 

Which means you can hold onto your child- 
hood “Sesame Street” sheets — as long as you 
combine them with that swanky quilted comforter.

Up With ‘Up’! 

Since I write this column on a pretty 
tight deadline, I usually have to come 
up with an idea before I even know 
what I’ll be writing about. So it was 
with the Oscars race. The nomina- 
tions were announced Tuesday; the 
column is due Monday. I was going 
to argue that, thanks to the relatively 
recent addition of the 
Best Animated Pic- 
ture category, Pixar's 
“Up" was going to be 
out of the running for 
Best Picture — where 
it rightfully belongs. 
And what happened? 
The Academy nomi- 
nated it in both categories. 

So here's the new column: It 
should win. Both. 

Of all the nominees, “Up" does the 
best job combining the technical as- 
pects of film with its storytelling po- 
tential. “Avatar" may be a visual stun- 
ner, but it's basically a modern version 
of “The Arrival of a Train at La Ciotat," 
the 1896 film that shows ... a train 
pulling into a station. Because people 
had never seen, you know, moving 
pictures before, that was the Pandora 
of the 19th century. 

“Up’s" world was also created via 
state-of-the-art CGI, yet it's populated 
with characters that are intensely real 
— unlike those in most other animated 
films. In terms of cinematic innova- 
tion, it's more like 1902’s “A Trip to the 
Moon," in which Georges Melies used 
new technologies to both push the 
limits of moviemaking and tell a com- 
pelling story. “Up" is firmly grounded 
on Earth but reaches into the skies.

Q&A 

How did you and Roger Daltrey ul- 
timately decide to play the Super 
Bowl halftime show? 

We thought about it quite hard. 
I think Roger was doubtful that 
we should do it this year. We were 
going to play at Coachella, the New 
Orleans Jazz Festival; we had all 
kinds of things planned, so I per- 
suaded Roger we should do the 
Super Bowl to kick those events off 
And then I decided that I couldn’t 
do that work later this year because 
I had to continue to write. 

Most bands that play the Super 
Bowl use it as a platform to an- 
nounce other projects. 

The only two shows Roger and 
I are committed to together so 
far are the Super Bowl and then 
a concert version of “Quadro- 
phenia” at Royal Albert Hall in 
March [for the Teenage Can- 
cer Trust]. My hearing trouble 
makes it quite difficult for me to 
work in a studio for long periods 
of time. I have to be quite care-

ful not to work too much or not 
to tour too much. 

This show, for us, is an exam- 
ple of what he and I can do togeth- 
er, waving the Who flag, carrying 
the flag for the boomer genera- 
tion, just as Paul McCartney, Tom 


Petty and the Stones have done 
previously. 

it seems the Who’s music is every- 
where these days. 

I broke up the Who in 1981 — we 
did a tour in ’82 to say goodbye; we 
got back together in ’89 to remi- 
nisce — but I had that long peri- 
od between 1982 and 1989 where 
all I did was work on some solo 
stuff But I was also learning how 
to run my catalog, learning how 
to be a publisher, learning how 
to make money outside of records 
and touring. 


I developed quite a knack for it, 
and I was actually licensing songs 
for television, for commercials, for 
movies well before it was consid- 
ered to be OK. I was one of the first 
artists to sit with journalists and 
answer to the idea that I was selling 
out a heritage and emotional cata- 
log that didn’t really belong to me 
— that belonged to my fans. 

So, today I feel quite confident 
about the fact that when we do 
something like the Super Bowl, we 
do what we do very, very well — 
which is to play live — and it shines 
a light back on our work. 

Talk about your relationship with 
Roger. 

We’ve never hated each other in 
the way the press has sometimes 
portrayed, but we’ve never found it 
easy to get on with each other. We’ve 
never socialized very much, and we 
still don’t. But what has emerged in 
the past 10 years, particularly with 
the death of [bassist] John Entwist- 
le, which was the last big shock we 
went through, is a tremendously 
supportive friendship. Roger and 
I have become friends who can say 
that we love each other, and at our 
age that’s wonderful. I’ve known 
Roger since I was 11 years old.

AVATAR (PG-1 3, 161 minutes) As James 
Cameron proved in 1997’s “Titanic," he 
has a penchant for melding spectacle 
and old-fashioned storytelling. Here, 
the narrative fulcrum is a classic boy- 
meets-girl, boy-loses-girl romance. Is 
the dialogue corny? You bet. Does the 
movie go kerblooey in itsfinal moments, 
during a ferocious, explosive firefight 
that will leave your eyeballs bleeding? 
Uh-huh. But Cameron has delivered 
what he promised with “Avatar": an 
ambitious, fully immersive cinematic 
experience. (AH) 

THE BOOK OF ELI (R, 118 minutes) Denzel 
Washington beautifully inhabitsthefilm’s 
titular hero, a laconic, solitary gunslinger 
who’s also custodian of a mysterious 
tome, carried in his backpackas he travels 
through a burned-out landscape popu- 
lated by cannibalistic “hijackers." Gary 
Oldman makesa greatvillain, tearing into 
the part of Carnegie, the corrupt, small- 


town boss who also wants Eli’s book for 
his personal library, (mo) 

CRAZY HEART (R,lll minutes) You don’t 
haveto be afan of Waylon Jennings, Kris 
Kristofferson, Merle Haggard, Townes 
Van Zandt, Doug Sahm and sundry other 
Texansand twangersto lovethisfilm. But 
it sure can’t hurt. All those musicians are 
invoked by Jeff Bridges in this lovely, 
bittersweet romantic drama, in which 
he virtually channels country music’s 
most storied outlaws, rule-benders 
and heartbreakers. Bridges plays Bad 
Blake, a grizzled singer-songwriter now 
performing on theSouthwestern bowling 
alley circuit. Thanks to a compassionate, 
self-aware performance by Bridges and 
the superbly restrained filmmaking of 
first-time writer-director Scott Cooper, 
the film never wallows in self-pity or 
romanticized excess, (ah) 

EDGE OF DARKNESS (R, 117 minutes) 
Like its hero, Boston police detective 
Tom Craven (Mel Gibson), this elaborate 
revenge fantasy is a methodical and 
workmanlike thing. After only about 
five minutes of mourning for his dead 
child (Bojana Novakovic), Craven washes 
the blood off his face and gets down to 
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business, running through the List of 
his daughter Emma’s contacts from 
herceLL phone, and systematicaLLy con- 
tacting them, one by one by one. Soon, 
he’s unearthed a vast cabal, conspiracy 
and coverup involving Emma’s defense- 
contractor employer (Danny Huston), 
a U.S. senator (Damian Young) and as- 
sorted suits, goons, shysters, heavies, 
fixers and hired guns. Like one of those 


highway machinesthat plows down the 
middle of the road painting white Lines, 
Craven goes after each of them with 
single-minded focus; the more Craven 
digs, the Less mystery remains, until 
the movie is Less thriller than foregone 
conclusion, (mo) 

EXTRAORDINARY MEASURES (PC, 
109 minutes) Harrison Ford makes a 
Lovable curmudgeon in this earnest, for- 


mulaic medical melodrama. Ford plays 
iconocLasm to its barking, snarling hilt 
as medical researcher Robert StonehiLL 
Listens to classic rock at full volume in 
his Nebraska Lab and grumpily refuses to 
answer phone calls. One of the people he 
has been ignoring is John Crowley (Bren- 
dan Fraser), a Portland businessman who 
has a young son and daughter with a rare 
genetic disorder called Pompe disease. 


Based on a true story, the film can’t help 
butgriptheheartand imagination, though 
it often gets bogged down in meetings, 
business plans and PowerPoint presen- 
tations, (ah) 

INVICTUS (PG-13, 133 minutes) Matt 
Damon plays Francois Pienaar, the cap- 
tain oftheSouth African rugbyteamthe 
Springboks, which in 1995 won the World 
Cup. The movie teLLs the story of that un- 


likely and poLiticaLLy crucial victory, which 
as much as anything was the result of the 
gentle coaxing and adamantine moral 
suasion of the country’s new president. 
Nelson Mandela. Morgan Freeman doesn’t 
pLay Mandela as much as inhabitthe man, 
in a performancethatseemsto embody 
the very transcendence that Mandela 
himself has come to stand for. (ah)

THE IMAGINARIUM OF DOCTOR 
PARNASSUS (PG-13, 122 minutes) This 
journey behind the Literal and figurative 
Looking glass marks a gratifying return 
to form for Terry Gilliam. And, as Heath 
Ledger’s Last film, itarrives with particu- 
lar poignancy. The title character, played 
by a nearly unrecognizable Christopher 
Plummer, is an ancient street performer 
who oversees a ragtag band of buskers 
who pLy the streets of contemporary 
London. But beware those who venture 
throughthe mirror behind him; they will 
find their imaginations in a cosmic moral 
tug-of-war between Parnassus and the 
malign Mr. Nick (Tom Waits), the kind of 
deviLyou can’t help but dance and make 
deals with. (AH) 

IT’S COMPLICATED (R, 199 minutes) As 
Janeand Jake Adler— 10 years divorced 
and with three grown children, yet sud- 
denly drawn back in each other’s Lives 
(and beds) after a drunken fling over the 


weekend of their son’s (Hunter Parrish) 
college graduation — ALec Baldwin and 
MeryL Streep pick up the movie and run 
away with it. The writing and direction, 
by rom-com veteran Nancy Meyers 
(“Something’s Gotta Give"), are deft 
enough. But it’s Streep and Baldwin’s 
gamely ribald performances, and their 
seemingly effortless, effervescent 
chemistry, that put the pep in this 
movie’s highly choreographed, yet richly 
entertaining step, (mo) 

LEGION (R, 100 minutes) The assault- 
ing hordesare demonsand angels from 
heaven, and these angelsandtheirspawn 
aren’t taking any prisoners. God’s given up 
on the human race and is ready to wipe us 
out— again. Profane, profaneLysiLLy and 
blasphemous to beat the band, the film 
begins weLL, then plunges into the abyss 
of tedium. Dennis Quaid, Lucas Black, 
Adrianne PaLicki and others yeLL, “What 
the heLL IS this?’ as hell rains down on 
them. ORLANDO sentinel 
THE LOVELY BONES (PG-13, 130 min- 
utes) Peter Jackson’s movie, based on 
the best-seLLing Alice SeboLd novel, 
flagrantly disobeys the first Law of ad- 


aptation and, indeed, of filmmaking in 
general: Get the tone right. And tone is 
thefirstthing sacrificed inthis shapeless, 
overlong, mawkishly muddled pop-up 
illustration of a movie. The protagonist 
is Susie Salmon (Saoirse Ronan), who 
in a voice-over narration explains that 
she was murdered in 1973 at age 14 by 
a neighbor. Most of the film transpires 
while Susie is in “the in-between," a 
candy-coLored no-man’s-Land between 
heaven and Earth, where she watches 
her murderer (Stanley Tucci) hide in plain 
sight and her father (Mark WahLberg) go 
mad with unresolved grief, (ah) 

NINE (PG-13, 120 MINUTES) “Nine 
bounces into theaters as a bright, shiny 
bauble of cinematic self-reference and 
mythologizing, begging so insistently 
to be Loved that it winds up pushing the 
audience away. “Nine" is about Guido 
Contini (Daniel Day-Lewis), a Legendary 
Italian filmmaker who in 1965, on the eve 
of directing his Latest picture, finds him- 
self creatively blocked and preoccupied 
with the women in his Life, madonnasand 
whores alike, (ah) 

SHERLOCK HOLMES (PG 13, 125 min 
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utes) Directed by Guy Ritchie (“Rockn- 
RoLLa”) and starring Robert Downey Jr., 
the newest contribution to the world 
of Arthur Conan Doyle spin-offs is less 
a product of genuinely Holmesian DNA 
than, say, “Se7en." There’s black magic 
here, too; Lord Blackwood (MarkStrong) 
— who has been going around London 
dispensingwith people— hasapparently 
risen from the dead. In the plus column 
is Downey’s performance. There’s noth- 
ing terribly wrong with Jude Law’s per- 
formance as Holmes’ right-hand man, 
though he’s considerably less stuffy than 
traditionally portrayed, (mo) 

THE SPY NEXT DOOR (PG, 92 minutes) 
Here we have yet another lazily kid- 
pleasing comedy abouta man unprepared 
for fatherhood who’s suddenly saddled 
with children who hate his guts and who 
he must win over in order to make time 
with their hotsingle mom. Here, it’s Bob 
Ho (Jackie Chan), an intelligence agent 
on loan from China to the CIA who finds 
himself taking care of thethree brats of 
his girlfriend, Gillian (Amber Valletta), 
when she’s called out of town on a family 
medical emergency. The now 55-year-old 
martial arts star isn’t the gymnast he 
once was. Chan’s goofy, high-wattage 
charm maystill burn brightly behind Bob’s 
black geek glasses. Butthe performer’s 
famously high-wire acrobatics are, for 
the most part, absent. One of the most 
daring stunts consists of rescuing a cat 
that’s gotten itself stuck on Gillian’s 
roof. (MO) 

TOOTH FAIRY (PG, 101 minutes)The Art- 
ist Formerly Known as the Rock shines 
as Derek Thompson, a once-promising 
pro hockey player now relegated to the 
minors who is sentenced to perform a 
bizarre kind of community service after 
almost destroying a little girl’s (Destiny 
Whitlock) belief in the Tooth Fairy. When 
bitterness over his own career setback 
prompts Derek to blurt out to his girl- 
friend’s (Ashley Judd) daughter that 
there’s no such thing as you-know-who, 
he finds himself with a summons from 
the Department of the Dissemination of 
Disbelief, where a sort of executive fairy 
godmother (Julie Andrews) orders him 
to do time as one of her army of tooth 
fairies. (MO) 

WHEN IN ROME (PG-13, 91 minutes) 
Kristen Bell, orany character she plays, 
should have eligible bachelors beating 
down her door. In this creakily contrived 
romantic comedy, she does. Will Arnett, 
Jon Heder, DaxShepard and Danny DeVito 


all play characters who fall profoundly in 
love with Bell’s Beth, a chronically love- 
lorn curator at the Guggenheim Museum 
who returns from her sister’s wedding in 
Rome to find herself suddenly pursued 
by more suitors than she knows what 
to do with. None of these dudes is re- 
ally smitten with Beth at all. Instead, 
all four are under some kind of magic 
spell resulting from the fact that Beth 


removed coinsthey threw into a wishing 
fountain in Rome. Beth, meanwhile, isalso 
being pursued by Nick (Josh Duhamel), 
a charming sportswriter she met at the 
wedding, and forwhom she’s also starting 
to develop a few warm, squishy feelings of 
her own. After she learnsaboutthe curse, 
she comes to believe that Nick, like the 
others, is merely bewitched and that he 
doesn’t actually like her. The bit actors 


light up the screen when they’re on; as 
pretty asthey are, Belland Duhameljust 
can’t muster the same energy, (mo) 
YOUTH IN REVOLT (R, 90 minutes)This 
comedy finds Michael Cera stuck in his 
same wispy, doe-eyed groove. In Miguel 
Arteta’s adaptation of the C.D. Payne 
novel, audiences are still supposed to 
buy the 21-year-old Cera as high school 
student NickTwisp, who lives in sex-ob- 


sessed misery with his divorced mother. 
When Nick meets the disquietingly frank 
Sheeni Saunders (Portia Doubleday), he 
decides to do whatever it takes to be with 
her— a vow that will entail random acts of 
theft, arson and cross-dressing, (ah)
